Introductory Note 

This volume deals with statistics for ladian States as far as reported. 

As ill tlio previous issues, summary tables have been inserted to show the®®"’’®'* 
total ligiires relating to area, the classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each State or group of States, and the totals for all the reporting 
States The total number of cattle, as far as reported, in each of the years 
1919-20 to 1938-39^ has also been included iu the general summary table 
(No. 1). These statistics are defective for comparative purposes, as additions 
luive beea made in the number of reporting States from time to time. Two 
charts and an index for easy reference have, as usual, been added to the volume. 

It should be noted that, for the reasons explained iu subsequent jjara- 
graphs, the agricultural statistics of Indian States are incomplete. They are also 
of far less accuracy than those of British Provinces published in Volume I. 

As these States comprise one- third of the total area of India, the importance 
of the statistics relating to them can scarcely be over-estimated. 

The total area of Indian States is 469 million acres (717,000 square 
mile.s), with a population of 81 millions according to the Census of 1931. These 
States are divided, for purposes of agricultural statistics, into two main classes, 
namely, (1) States within the jurisdiction of Provincial Governments and 
Administrations, and (2) States having direct political relations with the 
Crown Representative. 

(J) Stales toUhiu the jurisdiction of Proviimal GooernmentsandAdminis- 
fraf/oz/s.—These States comprise only Slinipur and the Kliasi and Jaintia Hill 
States in Assam, and their total area is 7,891,000 acres, with a population 
of G26 thoui-ands. 

No agricuUiu’al statistics are at present prepared for these States. The 
total area of these States is included in the area of Assam stated in column 2 of 
Table I of Volume I (British India), hut is also shown separately in column 3 
of that table iu order to arrive at the net area of British territory (in eolunm 
.*5) dealt witli in that volume.

From the total area of all the eighty reporting States (257,849,000 
acres*), deduction must be made of 106,842,000 acres, comprising ciiicfly un- 
surveyed areas and lands held on jagir, muafi, and other privileged tenures, for 
which statistics are not available. The net area actually covered by those 
statistics is, therefore, only 161,007,000 acres by professional surveyf, or 
161,161,000 acres according to village papersf. 

This area is classified, for purposes of agricultural statistics, under the heads 

shown in the margin as far as 
details are available J. Forests 
occupy 19,244,000 acres, or 
12‘7 per cent of the total area, 
and ilie area not available 
for cultivation, that is, land 
absolutely barren, or uncultur- 
able, or covered by build- 
ings, water, and roads, or 
otherwise appropriated to uses 
31,139,000 acres, or 20’6 per cent ; 
while other uncultivated land excluding current fallows amounts to 20,191,000 
acres, or 13'4 per cent of the total area, and land kept fallow in the year under 
report 12,996,000 acres, or 8*6 per cent. The net area actually sown 
in the year was thus 67,493,000- acres (44’7 per cent of the total area). 
This net area sown, however, excludes areas sown more than once in the 
year.

Sir (Narsingarh). — Grass lands.

Chauth (Bharatpur). — ^Land paying one-fourth of the rental. 

Jlaka (Ilaqa). — An estate or dependency, a property. 

Zn/{m_ (Mysore). — ^Wholly or partially rovenuo-free tenure ; minor inams are plots of inam lands 
situated in a village, whether Government or inam. 

Istamrdr (Gwalior, Indore, Bharatpur). — A. tenure which, though tho revenue is assigned, is charged 
with a permanently fixed quit-rent. 

(Alwar). — ^A tenure which, though favourablj assessed, is charged with a permanently 

fixed quit-rent. 

■ ■ (Bharatpur). — Land paying a reduced permanently fixed jama (assessment). 

Jagir (Mysore, Bikaner, Gwalior, Marwar, Kishangarh, Kotah, Narsingarh). — ^Land granted revenue- 
free on condition of military service or as a charitable endowinent. 

(Indore, Barwani). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service or as a charitable 

endowment or in recognition of good services rendered to the State. 

(Alwar). — Assignment of land revenue, with or without condition of military service and piy- 

ment of commutation dues, granted in recognition of meritorious services to relations of the 
ruling chief or other high officials of the State. 

(Kishangarh). — ^Land granted revenue-free on conaition of military service either actually 

rendered or fulfilled by a rateable money contribution. 

Jagirdar (Jhalawar). — Holder of jagir land. 

Jodi (Mysore). — A whole indm village paying quit-rent to Government. 

Kayamgutta (Mysore). — A whole village granted by the State on fixed money-rent. 

Khalsa (Gwalior, Jaipur, Bikaner, Marwar, Bharatpur). — ^Land paying full revenue to the State* 

Khatedari (Jhalawar). — Same as raiyatwari. 

Mtiaji (Gw'alior, Alwar, Kotah, Bharatpur, Kishangarh). — Land granted free of revenue. 

Out-bandi (Indore). — ^Assessment of revenue calculated at a fixed rate per plough. 

Patel (Mj sore). — A village headman appointed by Government. 

Pattidari (Alwar). — Villages held by a number of families by shares, ancestral or customary. 

Patwari (Narsingarh). — Village revenue officer or accountant. 

Raiyatwari (Bharatpur). — State area leased to cultivators for a fixed term. 

Rundlis (Bharatpur). — State grass preserves. 

Sarvamanayam (Mysore). — An inam village, wholly revenue-free. 

Shanbdg (Mysore). — A village accountant appointed by Government. 

Tanka (Gwalior). — Estate held by certain families who were in power when the country waa annexed 
and who were left in possession of their estates on payment of a fixed annual tribute, or taiika, 
bearing but a small proportion to tho annual assets. 

Ubari (Gw'alior). — ^Land held at an abatement of the full land revenue. 

Vdakdar (Jhalawar). — Holder of a UbAri estate. 

Watendari (Jhalawar). — Same os Zamindari. 

Zamtndari (Bharatpur). — ^Estate on a fixed assessment under a deed of permanent owner-ship 
granted by tho State. 

Zamindari-bil-ijmal (Alwar). — Villages held jointly by a body of owners.
